CHARGE 


Woman (54) appears in court 
accused of killing her husband 


A WOMAN has been charged with 
murder after her husband was stab¬ 
bed with a knife at the couple’s home. 

Susan Lowe (54) was arrested after 
police were called to a terraced house in 
Long Ley, Harlow, on Sunday night. 

Officers discovered the body of Ronald 
Lowe (43) who had suffered a single stab 
wound to the chest. Paramedics were unable 
to save him and he was pronouced dead at the 
scene. 

The area around the secluded row of hous¬ 
es was cordoned off as forensics experts spent 
the following day examining the scene. 

According to his page on social networking 
site Facebook, Mr Lowe went to Brays Grove 
School and was playing an on-line poker 
game just two hours before police were called. 

This week grieving relatives and friends 
visited the property to leave floral tributes to 
him, while neighbours spoke of their disbelief

at the incident. 

One told the Star: “This has come as a 
huge shock to me. It really hits home when 
something like this happens on your doorstep 
and you have the police knocking on your 
door to ask questions. It’s terrible.” 

Another neighbour said: “We’ve never had 
anything like this happen around here before. 
It’s a quiet neighbourhood where everybody 
seems to keep themselves to themselves. 

“I’ve never really had much to do with the 
couple but they always seemed nice enough. 
It’s horrible when a tragedy like this happens 
right under your nose.” 

Mrs Lowe appeared at Harlow Magistrates’ 
Court yesterday (Wednesday) accused of mur¬ 
der. She was remanded in custody pending a 
hearing at Chelmsford Crown Court.

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Calls to curb drink 
fuelled aggression 


NEARLY 2,000 attacks 
were carried out in Har¬ 
low in just 12 months - 
almost half of which are 
thought to have been drink 
related. 

The shocking figures are 
contained in a Government 
report which details levels of 
crime in areas across England, 
as well as a Whitehall survey of 
crime victims. 

In the neighbouring district of 
Epping Forest, there were just 
under 1,500 violent attacks during 
the same period of 2008-09, 700 of 
which were said to have been 
caused by or involved alcohol. 

This week Harlow Conservative 
Parliamentary hopeful Robert Hal- 
fon added his voice to calls for 
current licensing laws to be tight¬ 
ened to reverse what he called the 
the apparent uncontrolled spread of 
binge-drinking. 

“Labour’s licensing laws are too 
lax,” Mr Halfon told the Star. “We 
don’t want a return to the old days 
where every pub shut at 11pm but 
local councils like Harlow and 
Epping Forest need greater powers 
to tackle the binge-drinking and 
violence that plague our town cen¬ 
tres. 

“The reckless sale of high- 
strength, bargain-basement alcohol 
is damaging health and fuelling 
violence. We need to make our

town centres feel safe at night once 
again.” 

Mr Halfon said community pubs 
in Harlow and the surrounding vil¬ 
lages should not be tarred with the 
same brush as “irresponsible verti¬ 
cal-drinking bars or fast food out¬ 
lets” which sell alcohol into the 
early hours. 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said alcohol-related crimes of vio¬ 
lence had fallen by a third national¬ 
ly since Labour came to power, 
while violent crime in Harlow and 
Epping Forest had reduced by 
eight per cent and six per cent 
respectively from 2007-08 to 2008- 
09. 

However, he added: “One inci¬ 
dent is still one too many and the 
Government is committed to 
reducing alcohol-related crime and 
disorder, in particular under-age 
drinking and binge drinking. 

“Our record includes a £4.5m 
enforcement campaign in 190 
areas to tackle alcohol-related 
crime and disorder, the develop¬ 
ment of the £4m national Know 
Your Limits social marketing cam¬ 
paign and the launch of the youth 
alcohol action plan. 

“I will continue to press locally 
to ensure that alcohol related 
crimes remain a priority for police 
and health agencies.”

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Gun fanatic jailed 
for breaking ban

A MAN with a fascination for guns 
but who was banned from owning a 
weapon was caught in woods with 
an air rifle, a court heard. 

As Clive Edwards was approached by 
police officers in Quarry Spring Wood, 
Harlow, on March 28 last year, he put 
the gun away in a case and walked 
towards them. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday, said: a 
member of the public had seen him holding the 
rifle and then try to hide before police were 
contacted and officers went to the area. 

“They went in and saw the defendant point¬ 
ing the rifle in the woods,” said Miss Gardiner. 
“He was approached, he put the gun in its case 
and he approached officers himself.” 

The officers found it was an air rifle with a 
13-inch long barrel and knew that he was pro¬ 
hibited from having a weapon as a result of a 
previous sentence imposed upon him. 

Edwards (46), of Pennymead, Harlow, admit¬ 
ted possessing a firearm when prohibited from 
doing so. 

Vicky Morgan, representing Edwards, said 
in mitigation he had gone to fix a sight on the 
gun at the request of another man. She added 
that there were no pellets or ammunition. 

Jailing Edwards for 12 months, judge 
Christopher Ball told him: “The public doesn’t 
want you anywhere near weapons. It’s too great 
a risk to the rest of us.” 

Referring to his previous record, full details 
of which were not revealed in court, the judge 
continued: “It’s easy to understand why you’re 
just the sort of person who should not go any¬ 
where near a weapon of any sort.” 

“We’ve got to let people know out there if 
you commit crime and go anywhere near a 
weapon you will be treated harshly. 

“It strikes me you are someone with an 
obsession or fascination with guns.”

The fun starts at noon on the 
showground with live music pro¬ 
vided by Harlow Steel Band and 
The Hot Potato Synco-pators.

Tories are showing 
complete disregard 
for tenants' wishes 

SIR, Sadly it is no surprise to discover that 
Harlow Council’s Conservative administration 
showed complete disregard for tenants’ wishes in 
refusing to bid for a Government subsidy to halve 
the annual rent increase (Star, August 27). 

Instead of paying an average rent increase of £5.03 
a week since March, tenants could have been 
paying just £2.12 extra.

Distressed tenants in sheltered housing were also 
ignored when the Tories pushed through their 
policy of redesignating many sheltered housing 
complexes.

Meanwhile, an 
additional £900k, designed by the Government to 
help tenants, was quietly squirrelled away in the 
Housing Account.

AN overwhelming majority 
of Harlow residents sup¬ 
port plans to revamp the 
town centre, according to 
public feedback on multi¬ 
million pound proposals for 
the redevelopment of The 
High. 

Initial designs for the regener¬ 
ation scheme - a joint project by 
Harlow Council, developers 
Stockland, architects Engle and 
Harlow Renaissance - were put 
on public display in July and 
around 400 feedback forms 
have now been returned. 

Of those, 91 per cent agreed there 
was a need for redevelopment. 

Four out of five said the propos¬ 
als on display - which included 
plans for a new department store, 
hotel, retail and residential space - 
were a good way to proceed with 
the redevelopment, while many said 
the plans would help to improve 
Harlow’s overall image and put the 
town back on the map as a commer¬ 
cial centre. 

Andy MacDonald, head of major 
projects for Stockland, said he was 
delighted with the response. 

“All these comments will be fed 
into the planning process and will 
allow us to create a stronger set of 
plans that will benefit the people of 
Harlow,” he added.

BLUEPRINTS which set out how 
developers propose to regenerate a 
part of Old Harlow will be soon be 
subject to public scrutiny. 

Residents are being invited to a 
public exhibition of the plans to build 
homes in Station Road. The consulta¬ 
tion comes after council chiefs 
appointed Moat Homes to oversee the 
regeneration of Clifton Hatch, 
Prentice Place and the Old Harlow 
site in February. 

Extensive consultation on the 
scheme has already taken place but it 
is hoped Monday’s exhibition of the 
Old Harlow plans will iron out any 
further problems. 

Moat’s senior development manag¬ 
er, Jason Amos, said: “This is a fan¬ 
tastic site within walking distance of 
Old Harlow’s High Street and other 
amenities. We know these homes will 
be really popular and people will be 
proud to live here.” 

The 38 houses and six flats have 
been designed by architects PRP and 
are mainly aimed at families and will 
be for sale and for rent. 

Simon Carter, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s policy and resources corn- 


said: “The plans have really created 
a positive buzz around the town and 
we had a fantastic response during 
the public consultation. 

“The overwhelming public sup¬ 
port has increased our determina¬ 
tion to deliver this scheme for 
Harlow.” 

However, not all the response has 
been positive. As reported in the 
Star two weeks ago, Harlow Civic 
Society - set up to preserve and 
protect the town’s heritage - has 
criticised the plans, warning that 
Harlow does not have the necessary 
infrastructure to support such a rad¬ 
ical transformation.

Residents defy 
council lockout

FURIOUS members of a Harlow 
residents’ association were forced 
to hold a meeting in a public car 
park after being refused access to 
their local community centre. 

The keyholders to 190 The Briars 
were contacted by Harlow Council 
ahead of Thursday’s planned gathering 
and told the keys to the building would 
be confiscated if the Abbotsweld, The 
Briars, Copshall Close and Gladden 
Court Residents’ Association were 
allowed in. 

But defiant members, who had turned up 
to discuss persistent rumours that up to 200 
neighbourhood bungalows were set to be 
demolished, braved the chilly evening air to 
convene the meeting outside. 

Earlier in the same week the council pub¬ 
lished a statement on its website denying 
knowledge of the association and stating it 
had never been contacted by the group, 
claims angrily refuted by the association’s 
vice-chairman Roy Jackson. 

“For the council to claim it has never heard 
of our organisation or to say officers and 
councillors had not been invited to the meet¬ 
ing is ridiculous,” he said. “Our chairwoman, 
Sally Sambridge, had contacted officers and 
councillors well in advance. 

“We just want to know what’s going to

happen to our homes but all the powers-that- 
be seem intent on doing is obstructing the 
actions of ABC and undermining us. We just 
want some straight answers for a change.” 

Lee Dangerfield, chairman of the counciFs 
housing committee, said it could not formal¬ 
ly recognise ABC as a residents’ association 
until the group had its own constitution. 

“This is standard practice for all residents’ 
associations across Harlow,” he said. “They 
need to have their own constitution voted for 
by all members of the committee. 

“I was contacted by Sally Sambridge sev¬ 
eral weeks ago but I was not aware she was 
writing on behalf of ABC. I had never heard

of the group until I saw a flyer for the meet¬ 
ing which I was unable to attend as I was on 
holiday.” 

He added: “These rumours circulating 
about the bungalows need to be quashed and 
I will be arranging a meeting as soon as pos¬ 
sible to reassure residents that nothing will be 
decided without a full public consultation.” 


Siege at house was 
'just a cry for help', 
lawyer tells judge 

A MAN who barricaded himself into a house 
in Harlow during a 90-minute stand-off with 
police has been spared jail. 

Harry Baker (23) allowed his girlfriend and 
their eight-month-old baby daughter to 
leave the house during the siege at Little 
Grove Field in May. 

Police called in a specialist negotiator and 
taser deployment unit. 

The court was told Baker, of Pitman’s Field, 
Harlow, suffered from an adult form of 
attention deficit hyperactivity disorder. 

On Thursday he was given a six-month 
prison sentence suspended for two years for 
affray and a concurrent three-month sentence 
also suspended, for possessing an offensive 
weapon. He had pleaded guilty to both 
charges at an earlier hearing. 

He was also made the subject of a 
community order with two years supervision 
and a requirement to attend an alcohol 
treatment and integrated domestic abuse 
programmes. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, appearing for the defendant, 
said in mitigation Baker had responded well 
to the help he had been receiving while in 
custody. 

Mr Fitzgibbon said his client had not 
threatened his girlfriend during the siege and 
had eventually surrendered to police. “This 
was a cry for help more than anything else,” 
he added. 

The court heard he told police he would not 
have done anything with the knife and he had 
been drinking on top of his medication.

When he was arrested three 
months after the incident, which 
took place on April 1 last year, 
Shanko denied being at the station. 
But a few weeks later he was spot¬ 
ted by the boy who had his phone 


stolen and was re-arrested. 

Alex Lindsey, representing 
Shanko, said in mitigation that on 
the day of the incident he had 
been on his way to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital for the birth of 
his daughter. He was in a state of 
anxiety and had over-reacted. 

“He cannot offer an explanation 
why he did it other than he was agi¬ 
tated about getting to the hospital,” 
said Ms Lindsey. “He was also was 
intoxicated and had been taking 
drugs and had his nose put out of 
joint by someone taking the mickey 
out of him.” 

Shanko, who pleaded guilty to a 
charge of robbery, was jailed for two 
years.

LIGHTNING struck twice 
when the world’s fastest 
man, Usain Bolt, 
continued to break 
records and add to his 
collection of gold medals. 
The Jamaican-born sprinter was 
the star of the recent Berlin World 
Championships when he 
smashed records in both the 
100-metre and the 200-metre 
events. 

He shattered his previous 100 
metre world record, which he set 
at the 2008 Beijing Olympics, by 
an incredible 0.11 seconds to 
finish the race in a lightning-fast 
9.58s. 

No-one in 88 years had shaved 
as much time off a previous 
record. 

Even more impressively, the 
athlete nicknamed Bolt from the 
Blue destroyed the 13-year-old 


200 metre world 
record of 19.30s when 
he finished the race in 
an incredible 19.19s. 
Astonishingly, the 
unstoppable 23-year- 
old was more interested 
in cricket as a young boy 
and would have taken up 
the sport if his gift for 
sprinting had not been 
discovered. 

In the five years since he 
turned professional he has 
set an incredible three 
world records and two 
Olympic records. 

When asked how he felt 
after his victories, he told 
reporters: “I am on my 
way to becoming a 
legend. It will be great 
for the Queen to dub 
me Sir Usain Bolt!”

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World War II 
pilot and the 
buried bomb 


T his week Nostalgia 
heads north to the 
Yorkshire seaside 
town of Scarborough for 
our weekly trip down 
memory lane. 

Although in no way related to 
Harlow in any geographical 
sense, the towns are joined by a 
snippet of history which, until a 
couple of weeks ago, had been 
buried for more then 60 years. 
According to local newspaper the 
Scarborough Evening News, a copy 
of which was kindly brought into 
our offices by a Star reader, more 
than 800 people in two villages had 
to be evacuated a couple of weeks 
ago after a huge Second World War 
bomb was found. 

The RAF Disposal Unit was called 
to carry out a controlled explosion

of the 5001b device while the 
residents of Ebberston and 
Allerston were taken to safety. 

The newspaper has since revealed 
the bomb ended up near the 
villages after a bomber piloted by 
19-year-old Jack Crawford crash- 
landed in the field on November 
28, 1940. 

The connection with Harlow is that 
Mr Crawford came from the town. 
He was one of five crew members 
from 102 Squadron aboard the 
plane, which was returning from 
operations in Germany when it was 
hit by flak over the German coast. 

It is believed the plane suffered 
engine problems and struggled back 
to northern England, dropping to a 


height of just 1,000ft. 

Mr Crawford tried to pilot the plane 
back to one of many designated 
crash landing strips but was forced 
to bring it down near the east 
Yorkshire villages when its good 
engine began to splutter. 

He ordered the crew to evacuate 
and was the last to bail out before 
the wreckage crashed and burst into 
flames. 

According to the newspaper report, 
Mr Crawford was relieved of his 
duties captaining a bomber because 
his superiors thought he should 
have been able to bring the plane 
down safely.

Eleven new dances from young 
choreographers aged 11-18 competed for 
the HBA’s Choreographic Shield. Three 
teachers created modern numbers in 
their own styles while Claire Rees 
produced a short but charming sequence 
from the classical ballet Le Corsaire. 

First up was Hayley Burns’ I Like It Like

(500) DAYS OF SUMMER 
certificate 12A, time 1h35m 


LOVE can be uplifting and 
inspiring, but it can also be 
cruel and unforgiving. 

If revenge is a dish best served 
cold, then writers Scott Neustadter 
and Michael H Weber are serving 
up a deep-frozen, three-course 
meal here and inviting us to tuck 
in. 

Tart one-liners are tossed hither 
and thither and there’s even a 
glorious song-and-dance 
sequence through Central Park 
complete with an animated 
bluebird that recalls Amy Adams 
in Enchanted. 

But once again, as the 
omnipresent voiceover keeps 


reminding us, this is no fairy tale. 
Tom (Jospeh Gordon-Levitt) has a 
passion for architecture and he is 
enraptured by the Big Apple with 
its mix of old and new: 
skyscrapers next to churches, 
urban sprawl separated by the 
verdant tranquillity of Central 
Park. 

During the day he writes 
platitudes in greetings cards, 
impressing his boss Vance (Clark 
Gregg) and co-workers McKenzie 
(Geoffrey Arend) and Paul 
(Matthew Gray Gubler) with his 
ability to find the perfect phrase 
for every occasion. 

But his humdrum routine changes 
with the arrival of Vance’s new 
assistant, Summer (Zooey 
Deschanel). Tom is smitten, and 
within days he tells McKenzie and 
Paul confidently: “It’s official. I’m 
in love with Summer”. 

However, the courtship doesn’t 


match up to Tom’s old-fashioned 
ideals. He's a hopeless romantic, 
while Summer speaks plainly 
when she confesses: “There is no 
such thing as love. It's a fantasy.” 
As the 500 days unfold, Tom 
comes to realise that while 
Summer might be perfect for him, 
he’s not her Mr Right Now or 
even her Mr Right Ever. 

(500) Days Of Summer is a 
haunting tale of relationship 
woes, distinguished by strong 
performances from the two leads. 
The chronology is intentionally 
fractured to juxtapose contrasting 
episodes in the relationship. 
Director Marc Webb conjures 
some interludes that simply take 
the breath away. 

Scriptwriters Neustadter and 
Weber cannot resist a cute, 
upbeat coda. Perhaps they aren’t 
so bitter and twisted after all.

the supermini sector. 
Something like 
Nissan’s Micra Visia+ for 
example. 

Let’s be honest. We all like to go 
large, but doing so can be bad for 
the wallet as well as the waistline. 
In the case of buying a budget 
supermini, it is of course the 
wallet area that suffers if you go a 
bit too wild. You know, opt for the 
slightly larger engine. Throw in a 
few well-chosen extras. Before you 
know it, you’re looking at a price 
that’s taken you well over budget. 


Nissan claims to have an answer, 
even on a budget of £8,000. We’re 
talking about the Micra Visia+ 
model; not the most snappily- 
named car, it’s true, but offering a 
snappy value package. 

For just £500 over the cost of a 
standard ‘Visia’ Micra variant, 
you get the two things that most 
entry-level Micra customers really 
want: the feistier 80PS 1.2-litre 
petrol engine (rather than the 
feebler 65PS version) and manual 
air conditioning. All at a price that 
still keeps you the right side of 
£8,000, in three-door form at least. 
On the road, you’ll find the 80PS 
engine just as economical as the 


65PS unit, delivering 47.9 mpg 
(manual) and 42.8 mpg (automatic) 
combined, yet the manual model 
hits 62mph in a more sprightly 
13.5 secs for a more dynamic drive 
in the cut and thrust of the city. 
For those who like their interiors 
a little bit more vibrant there’s a 
unique cabin treatment on offer, 
with snazzy orange seat trim 
contrasting with a chocolate 
finish to the dashboard, steering 
wheel and gear lever. Graphite 
upholstery remains available for 
those with more conservative 
tastes. On the outside, the full 
Micra palette of paint shades is 
available, joined by the ‘exclusive’ 
and ‘sparkling’ Sunlit Copper. 


The added spec comes on top of 
the standard Visia grade’s side 
airbags, front active headrests, a 
CD player, power front windows, 
rear sliding seat, central locking 
and ISOFIX childseat mounting 
points.

Of course, much will hinge on 
how easily the Micra’s styling 


rests on your eye. Few small cars 
generate such a love-it-or-hate-it 
response. It’s been tweaked in 
recent times to give a cleaner, 
more modern look. 

Engine noise has been reduced by 
stiffening body panels and the roof 
while an engine isolation pack has 
been developed with thicker 
insulation material and better 
bulkhead sealing to keep noise out 
of the cabin. 

True, this isn’t the largest 
supermini in terms of interior 
space but as long as you don’t 
place cabin room at the top of 
your priority list, this Micra 
deserves consideration.
